THE BRINK OF BATTLE. 



The House Bill Sanctioning the Vene 
znelau Boundary Commission 
Passes the Senate. 



A Gentleman Who Inquires as to 
What the Cost Will 
Amount to 



Washington, D. C, Dec. 20.— The 
foreign relations committee of the se- 
nate, which has under consideration the 
commission bill suggested by the Presi- 
dent, adjourned and a virtual agreement 
was reached as to what should be done. 
The time limit suggested by Senator 
Lodge will not be acceptable to the 
house, and will not be pressed. An 
amendment providing in effect for the 
confirmation of the commission by the 
senate will be agreed to and accepted 
by the house. An amendment is also to 
be made that the investigation shall be 
to ascertain the facts, not to determine 
the boundary line, as the bill now pro- 
vides. The committee also agreed to re- 
commend that the commission should 
consist of three persons, and that the 
section of the revised statutes, which 
provides that no person shall draw two 
salaries from the government, shall not 
apply to these appointments. This last 
amendment is intended to permit the 
appointment of personB now holding 
positions under the government as mem- 
bers of the commission. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, said that war 
with Great Britain would be no child's 
play. He was for peace if it could be 
obtained honorably. The two govern- 
ments had arrived at a place where they 
could not agree and neither would yield. 
Where was the money to come from in 
case of war? The first duty, as we stood 
upon the ed|?e of this crisis, was to pro- 
vide for an increase of the revenues. 

Mr. Lodge gave notice that he would 
not offer his amendment to limit the 
time when the commission should re- 
port. He was in favor of giving the Pre- 
sident the utmost power. He did not 
think there should be any division in 
the senate in the matter of supporting 
the President. The commission ought 
to be confirmed by the senate, as it would 
strengthen the President's hands. Mr. 
Lodge said that he wanted to say to these 
people in London who were trying to 
create a panic in this country by selling 
American stocks and securities that they 
cannot, by this means, influence the 
patriotic sentiment of the United States 
when it came to a standing up for what 
wac right. The attempt to create a panic 
in Wall street by this action could not 
deter the American congress from doing 
its duty. 

Mr. Sherman regretted that there 
should be an attempt to pass this bill 
under the press of excitement, especi- 
ally as that extreme wan not founded on 
actual danger. He counselled deliber- 
ation and deprecated undue hastens un- 
becoming the dignity of the senate. 

Mr. M ills of Texas said to engage in 
war was not child's play. The strength 
of the enemy must not be underestim- 
ated. With' Senator Sherman, he said, 
his voice was for peace, but it must be 
honorable and consistent peace. To-day 
the United States and Great Britain 
stood face to face. They tried to reach an 
agreement and had tailed. The Presi- 
dent had said we should insist ui«m our 
position and resist ICngland with all our 
power. 

"' We are standing on the brink of j 
battle," said be, "and prudence requires j 
that we should look to our strong box." 
He pointed out the vast difference be- ] 
tween the resource and obligations of 
the country now and during the civil 
war. Then, said he, we did not have a 
burden of $180,000,000 of pensions to 
carry, and we had as a sourceof revenue 
an income tax of unquestioned legality 
and taxes on domestic manufac- 
tures. The latter have been repealed. 
The former has been swept away by 
a decision of the supreme court. With 
this curtailment of the sources of 
revenue to the government, where are 
tho revenues to come from? Practically 
the only resource left was the customs 
duties on imports. Hut where were the 
imports to come from if the skies were 
lurid with war, and that with the mis- 
tress of the seas'? The annual expendi- 
ture of this government to-day, in times 
of peace reached the enormous sum of 
$500,000,000, proceeded Mr. Mills, and 
now standing on the edge of the great 
conflict, the country was without the 
means of taxation to raise the revenue 
essential for such a hard undertaking. 
While rich in material to carry on a 
great war yet the country was 
man manacled. The Senator de- 
manded before we plunge into 
this conflict that this congress 
adopt a constitutional amendment, to be 
at once submitted to the state legisla- 
tures, for the federal taxation of real 
and personal property. The American 
people would never tolerate such a law 
under ordinary circumstances, bat when 
American honor and the national dignity 
were at stake, the people were always 
ready to shoulder the burden essential 
to carry forward any conllict that might 
come. 

Lodge (Rep., Mass.) said he would not 



ofier his amendment heretefore pro- 
posed limiting the inquiry to April 1 
next. There should be no division on 
this subject. The senate, the house and 
the President should stand together. 
Theassertions in London that thia was 
merely an election dodge should 
be answered by united and definite ac- 
tion, which would leave the subject 
beyond the possibility of misconstruc- 
tion. " We should Bay to these people 
in London," proceeded Mr. Lodge, with 
emphasis, the American people cannot 
be dismayed or diverted by the efforts to 
cause a scare by selling American stocks, 
calling American loans and in seeking to 
cause a panic in Wall street." (There was 
hearty applause from the galleries as Mr. 
Lodge closed.) 

Mr. Stewart (Nev.) pointed out the 
constant encroachments of Great Brit- 
ain in Venezuela, Nicaragua and various 
points in the Western world. He did 
not believe war would come, but if it did 
the country would uphold every step 
the President might take in support of the 
Monroe doctrine. Again the galleries 
broke out with applause and the Vice- 
President administered a caution that 
the rulos for clearing the galleries would 
be enforced if tho demonstration was 
repeated. 

Mr. Cafferty (Dem., Louisiana), in 
slow and measured sentences, which 
were heard with great attention, said : 
" It is because I think war imminent, if 
the contentions of either side are strenu- 
ously pressed, that I hope for conserva- 
tive action by the senate. Should war 
come, upon the senate and house of 
representatives must rest the responsi- 
bility. 

After further debate, Mr. Chandler 
here moved to lay on the table the 
amendment of committee reported by 
Mr. Morgan. This was adopted by a 
viva voce vote and with few dissent- 
ing votes. Thus, unexpectedly, the 
original house bill remained before the 
senate without amendment. Mr. Harris 
who was in the chair, at once put the 
question, although Mr. Oaffrey was 
about to offer an amendment. 
There was a loud response of "ayes," 
md no answer to the call of "nays." 

The presiding otlicer then declared the 
bill passed. The result has come unex- 
pectedly; the galleries hardly appreci- 
ated what had occurred. A moment 
later when the full significance of what 
hud been done swept through the gal- 
leries, there was a wave of applause 
which promised to shake the 
senate chamber, until Mr. Harris rap- 
ping with his gavel, sternly warned the 
spectators against a demodstration. The 
exciting events of the day left the sen- 
ators in no mood to take up routine 
affairs, and at t'.;45 o'clock the senate 
went into executive session.

London, Dec. 20.— The Globe this af- 
ternoon says it sees no improvement in 
the situation, and advises Great Britain 
to " keep cool," adding, " but be ready, 
as it would be unfair to the Americans 
themselves to have them imagine our 
horror of lighting is so great that we 
should be found unready at the last mo- 
ment. If the United States is determin- 
ed to seize the wretched Venezuelan 
question as a pretext for a conflict we 
must not be allowed to rush into it 
blindfolded."

V. H. Latimer, C.E., who recently re- 
turned from Camp Hewitt, where he and 
his partners have completed assessment 
work on the Parmer mineral claim, is 
convinced that a big thing is in sight in 
that camp, where in all the claims rock 
continues to increase in value. 

A mining deal, wich in magnitude is 
entitled to rank highest among any that 
have yet been consummated in the pro- 
vince, has been recently carried through 
by Messrs. W. T. Thompson of Eair- 
view, S. S. Fowler of Chicago, Henry 
White of Boundary Creek, and Austin 
Hammer of the Southern Okanagan. 
They have secured fourteen claims in 
the famous copper camp and White's 
camp, and their ability to carry through 
any enterprise in which they may be- 
come engaged is beyond dispute. The 
ileal will amount to between two and 
three hundred thousand dollars. 

REVELSTOKE. 
(From the Kootenay Mail.) 

Ten narrow-gauge cars fur transport- 
ing ore over the Trail & Rossland tram- 
way arrived from Lethbridge this week. 
Two locomotives are expected fur the 
same service. 

J. M. Kellie, M.P.P., left on Thursday 
for Rossland and other points in South 
Kootenay. He will doubtless get the 
views and wishes of his constituents as 
regards the legislation needed for their 
several localities. 

A correspondent writing from Ross- 
land this week regarding the prevalence 
of claim jumping in the Trail Creek 
camp says: "Claim jumping is the or- 
der of t he day here at present.

The bum jumper will go on a 
claim and give the lawyer half interest 
in the claim he jumps to plead his case 
at court.'' 

MIDWAY.

the ore. Samples that have been assay- 
ed have always given very satisfactory 
results, which it would be pleasing to 
know were verified by a smelter test. 

Samples of ore from Mr. Graham's In- 
grim mountain claim are well worth 
looking at to any one who understands 
the different forms in which copper is 
found in ores. Recently, from the -15- 
foot tunnel, a vein almost a foot anil a 
half wide was struck of what is known 
as copper glance, which assays some 75 
or 80 per cent, copper and from $10 to 
$15 in gold. As soon as transportation 
facilities are an assured f net Mr. Graham 
will put a large force of men to work on 
these propositions and thoroughly de- 
velop them.

Canadian Missionaries in China. 
Toronto, Dec. 20. — The Secretary of 
the Presbyterian Foreign Mission Board 
has received letters announcing the safe 
arrival at Honan, China, of Mrs. Goforth 
and her companion missionaries, who 
report encouraging prospects. 

Toronto's Mayoralty. 

Toronto, Dec. 20.— It. J. Fleming de- 
cided this morning to oppose Alderman 
Shaw in the contest for the mayoralty. 
The fight will be warm, but it is gener- 
ally expected that Shaw, who has the 
Conservative organizations at his hack, 
will win. 

Dry Goods Assignment. 
Montreal, Dec. 20.— William Alexan- 
der & Co., dry goods, have suspended 
payment. The demand of assignment 
was made by Gault Bros. Mr, Alexan- 
der was formerly in business in Winni- 
peg. His liabilities are about if'JO.OOD. 

Politics vs. the Stage. 

Kingston, Dec. 20.— Robert Newman, 
stage manager with the Jack Harkaway 
company has been offered and will ac- 
cent nomination as an independent can- 
didate for West Huron. 

Veteran Ministers Dead. 

Bit ant ford, Dec. 20. — Rev. Mr. Alex- 
ander, one of the oldest Presbyterian 
ministers in Canada, is dead, aged 90. 

Forest Bay, Dec. 20. — Rev. James 
Whiting, pastor of the Methodist church 
here, dropped dead yesterday in his 
house, aged 65. 

THE COERCION CRY. 

(Montreal Gazette, Dee. 1 1 ) 
The newest objection to the proposed re- 
medial legislation in behalf of the Manito- 
ba religious minority is that it embodies a 
policy of coercion. As the cry conies chiefly 
from the same sources that, up to a week 
ago, were issuing declarations that the gov- 
ernment was afraid to do what it had de- 
clared was its duty, the amount of sincer- 
ity behind the new charge may be easily 
estimated. It is advanced, as any other cry 
would be advanced, for the purpose of win- 
ning the votes of the unthinking against the 
ministry and its candidates, It is not a cor- 
rect description of the government's policy, 
or of the measure which parliament is 
called to consider. No law, based on the 
Constitution, ami passed in vindication of 
the Constitution, can be coercive. The term 
does not apply to the restraining hand of 
superior constituted aut hority held out to 
check or redress a fault of legislation or ad- 
ministration committed by a body of re- 
stricted jurisdiction. The courts are 
every day interfering to prevent ex 
actly such actions by municipal and 
other corporations, which arc given 
to over-stepping the bounds to their powers, 
Nobody calls it coercion when a duly con- 
stituted court issues a restraining or in- 
junctive order on a town or city council 
when such a body is doing something the 
legislature which created it meant it should 
not do. Parliament is the court to which 
the Roman Catholics of Manitoba are now 
appealing. They allege that, the legislature 
of their province has taken away from them 
certain privileges which parliament, when 
it created the province, meant should be 
enjoyed in perpetuity by the religious 
minority of the Queen's subjects within its 
borders, whether they happen to be Pro- 
testants or Catholics. The Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, the court of 
final appeal in such cases, has, after full in- 
vestigation, declared that these privileges 
have been taken away. It has declared, 
further, that parliament has jurisdiction 
in the matter, and the power to restot 
the privileges in question. It tin 
even Indicated what parliament might 
do to remove the cause of the minority's 
grievance. Recent events have accentu- 
ated the fact that there are wide difference 
of view as to the policy of passing even 
such remedial legislation us the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council has indi- 
cated would meet the requirements of the 
case. No one, however, who has followed 
the matter throughout, who appreciates 
the position a Roman Catholic takes in re- 
gard to the education of bis children, and 
who has read the legal and judicial opin- 
ions given at various times since the Mani- 
toba school law became a national issue, 
can rightfully say legislation by parliament 
to restore to the "Manitoba Catholics that 
which a constitutional law gave them at 
the beginning, would be coercive. It would 
take no right away from the Protestant 
school supporters. It would give nothing 
to the Catholics but that which the most 
authoritative interpretation of the law says 
they have a right to ask for. Restraint 
from doing a wrong, or compulsion to do a 
right, is not properly called coercion, and 
it is only to do one ol these things that par- 
liament can act. If it goes beyond the 
strict limit of its constitutional authority, 
the same courts that have interpreted the 
law in behalf of the minority will interfere 
on behalf of the majority. Ihe jurisdiction 
of parliament is denned just as strictly as 
that of the legislature. It has no power to 
coerce if it desired to use it. The only co- 
ercionists in this Manitoba school matter 
are those who are seeking to force into a 
set of schools, to which Catholics have con- 
scientious objections, the children of Cath- 
olics, and who arc denouncing coercion 
only in order lhat they may better carry 
out their purpose, by giving it a cloaking 
of legality it is not entitled to.

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Scientific Calculations as to the Po- 
sition of tho " Strathnevis " Arc 
Not Verified. 



Thorough Exploration of Coast 
• Waters Luring Both Day 
and Night. 



H.M.S. Royal Arthur returned to 
Esquimalt yesterday, her search for the 
Strathnevis having not only hcen unsuc- 
cessful in so far as picking up that long 
missing steamer is concerned, but pro- 
riding no new data or reliable informa- 
tion upon which a conclusion can be ar- 
rived at as to her present whereabouts. 
The cruise terminated somewhat sooner 
than had been generally expected, but 
was — as was to have' been expected— 
thorough and systematic. Through the 
courtesy of the Admiral's secretary, Mr. 
Dent, the Colonist is enabled to pre- 
sent the following interesting account of 
the search : 

" The Strathnevis was last seen and 
communicated with by the bark John 
Gambles on the 19th of November 
ultimo, in hit. 48.40 N. ; long. 145. 110 VV. 
The Admiral having decided to search 
for the missing steamer, and having pro- 
cured all available data and information 
from the incoming steamers and sailing 
vessels relative to the weather, winds 
and currents they had experienced, left 
in the Royal Arthur on Sunday the loth 
instant, and passed Cape Flattery at 4 
that afternoon. The Strathnevis having 
drifted 800 miles between the 20tn 
October and the 19th November — that is 
an average of 24 miles a day — it was de- 
cided to examine an area the limits of 
which were fixed by the calculation that, 
the westerly winds failing as they ap- 
proached tho coast, her drift would be 
between 15 and 20 miles a day to the 
eastward, and from the information 
obtained slightly to the northward of a 
due e:-st line from her last known 
position. 

" By 7 p.m. on Monday, a position in 
latitude 48:50 N. and longitude 131:10 
\V. was reached, and from then a care- 
ful and systematic search was made of an 
area comprised between the parallels of 
48:50 N. and 50:5 N. and the meridian 
of 131 :10 W. and 134 :00 W., that is, an 
area of about 120 miles longitude by

The baring Panic Overshadowed on the 
New York Exchance— Tremendous 
Volume of Business. 



miles wide, by steaming in parallel lines 
alternately east and west, 20 miles apart. 

At noon on the 17th December the 
Royal Arthur was in latitude 49 :23 N., 
longitude 132:46, the wind still being 
N.W. by \V. with showers. At noon on 
the 17th trie wind backed to W. and re- 
mained there until noon of the 18th, 
when the position was latitude 50:05 N., 
longitude 133:08 W. By 8 o'clock 
p.m. on the 18th the wind was 
S.E., blowing fresh, and the glass fall- 
ing rapidly— by midnight it was blow- 
ing a gale. At 3 a.m. on the 19th, the 
glass having fallen eight-tenths of an 
inch in live hours, the wind quickly 
backed to E. and then N., and blew a 
whole gale from N.W., with very heavy 
sea and frequent rain and hail squalls. 
At 10 p.m. on the ISth, being then in 
latitude 50:5 N., longitude 130:40 W., 
a south course was shaped for 90 miles, 
and then being on the parallel of Flat- 
tery, an east course. The position at 
noon of the 19th was latitude 48: 27 N., 
longitude 129:41 W., with a strong N, 
W'iv gale and very heavy sea. 

" Flattery light was made at 7 a.m. on 
the 20th, the ship having covered 1,200 
miles in a search made in favorable cir- 
cumstances considering the season, 
and although not successful, it gives 
the negative information that the 
Strathnevis must have been set con- 
siderably out of the track she would 
have endeavored to maintain. All 
courses and directions of wind, etc., are 
" true "; the currents experienced were 
very slight, being N. (10 deg. \V. (5 min., 
between the ltltb and the 17th, and S. 8 
min. between the 17th anil the 19th, 
no sights being obtained on the 18th. 
With the exception of 14 hours S.E. 
and 9 hours S. W., the winds 
were in the N.W. quarter and the Bwell 
was N.W. all the time. 

" For searching by day a crow's nest 
was fitted for tho lookout man at the 
mast head at 107 feet above the water, 
so that a steamer would be visible 15 
miles away; and at night two electric 
search lights were elevated 30 ft. above the 
sea, and worked at frequent intervals 
during the dark hours. They would 
be visible twenty or thirty miles on a 
cloudy night, and it was hoped would 
call forth a rocket or signal of some 
sort, from the disabled Strathnevis." 

THE SMALL DEBTS COURT. 

Mr. Justice I-inrrison Declares Its Establish- 
ment to Be Intra Vires of the 
Legislature 

Na.naimo, Dec. 20. — (Special) — In the 
Nanaimo court to-night Judge Harrison 
gave judgment in the case in which 
writs of prohibition were argued before 
him, and in which the constitutionality 
of the Small Debts court was assailed. 
The judge dismissed the writs and de- 
clared the act as intia vires of the legis- 
lature. The decision is directlv contrary 
to that recently given by Mr. Justice 
Crease. 



New York, Dec. 20. — In a general 
way, the average Wall street habitue 
was prepared, after the close of business 
yesterday, for a probable depression in 
the stock market to-day on account of 
the Venezuelan message episode and the 
renewed heavy outward movement of 
gold. The actual developments of the 
day accordingly caused a sensation in 
financial circWthat has not been equalled 
since the Baring panic. In fact, in some 
particulars, that gloomy event was over- 
shadowed in point of interest. The 
lirst shock came in the shape of a pan- 
icky market in American securities in 
London with declines extending to five 
per cent., British consols also came 
lower. The successive cables reported 
great excitement at that centre, and 
wholesale liquidation of the interna- 
tional stocks at rapidly receding figures. 
Hefore the opening here, it was 
definitely stated bv gold ship- 
ping houses that ' $2, 400,000 of 
the $5,000,000 that was expected to 
go out to-morrow would be arranged for 
to-day. The combi ed influence of the 
developments noted was reflected in a 
wild opening in tho local stock and bond 
markot. Trading was very heavy from 
the outset and in the initial breaks oc- 
curred. Stop orders were caught in 
large numbers, and this, of course, 
accelerated the downward move- 
ment. Slight rallies occurred several 
times during the forenoon, but the con- 
tinued selling pressures swept them 
away. The lowest price, extending to 
16 U per cent, in Lead preferred, were 
made around noon. Others of the ex- 
treme declines were in Consolidated Gas.

TRADE REVIEWED. 

Bradslreet's Statement of the Business in 
Canada for the Week — Failures 
— Bank Clearings. 

New Youk, Dec. 20. — Bradstreet's says 
general trade at Montreal shows room 
for improvement, although the distribu- 
tion of dry goods there exceeds the total 
of last year. At Quebec city the usual 
volume of trade is reported for the season 
and from Halifax it is telegraphed that 
general business is unchanged with a 
stead}- demand for hiliday goods. Job- 
bers at Toronto report trade fairly active, 
but the movement of staples is slow. 
The total volume of bank clearings at 
Winnipeg, Hamilton, Toronto, .Montreal 
and Halifax amounts to $23,201,000 this 
week aeainst $24,888,000 last week, and 
as compared with $21 ,000,000 in the 
week a year ago and with $17,500,000 in 
the same week two ye rs ago. The bu-i- 
ness failures throughout the Dominion 
of Canada this week amounted to 42, 
compared with 3D last week, 24 in the 
same week one year ago and 35 in the 
like week two years ago.

We see that the smart Alecs who run 
and inspire the Times have been so ex- 
ceedingly clever as to throw a doubt on 
the authenticity of the telegram read 
by Col. Prior at the Conservative meet- 
ing. It is quite likely that they will 
consider it wonderfully smart to write 
and talk about the ("alleged") state- 
ments in the above telegram to the 
Secretary of the Liberal Conser- 
vative Association. The men who 
are fools enough to think, or 
rather to hint, that leading 
men of the Conservative party are so 
unutterably foolish as to forge or to 
falsify a telegram over the signature of 
the Premier of ttie Dominion, are only 
a shade more idiotic than the 
men who believe, or say they be- 
lieve, that in 80 important a 
matter as the appointment of 
a Cabinet Minister, the Premier does 
not mean what he says. The day is not 
far off when men of both parties will see 
how phenomenally silly or bow impu- 
dently dishonest the men are who doubt] 
or affect to doubt the genuineness of 
Col. Prior's appointment to a seat in the 
Cabinet. 

THE TRUTH OF THE MATTER. 

It is said by some who are opposed to 
the Government's policy on tiie Man i to 
ba school question that the Manitoba 
Government is required by the judgment 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council to re-establish separate schools 
precisely as they were previous to 1890. 
This is not true. Here is what the Judg- 
ment says on the subject: 

It is not essential that the statutes re- 
pealed by the Act of 1890 should lie re- 
enacted, or that the precise provisionsof 
those statutes should a -aiii be made law. 
The system of education embodied in the 
Acts of 181)0 commends itself to and ade- 
quately supplies the wants of the great 
majority of the inhabitants of the prov- 
ince.. AH legitimate grounds of com- 
plaint would be removed if that system 
were supplemented by provisions which 
would remove the grievance upon which 
the appeal is founded and were modified 
as far as might be necessary to give effect 
to these provisions. 

Here it is said specifically that the old 
law need not he revived, but that the 
existing law should be changed in such 
awavas to give the minority the redress 
they ask for. 

The remedial order, which is intended 
to give effect to the Judgment of the 
Privy Council—no more, no less— it is 
asserted requires the enactment of the 
old separate school law. It does not. 
The Dominion Government, which, it 
must be admitted, is the best judge of 
its own intentions and the object and 



scope of the remedial law, has since 
in a communication to the Mani- 
toba Government explicitly stated that 
a restoration of the old law is not neces- 
sarily demanded. 2S T o intelligent man 
for a moment supposes that the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba has been asked to es- 
tablish a system of separate schools in 
the province perfectly independent of 
the Government, lie knows that any 
schools which are wholly or in part sup- 
ported by public money must of neces- 
sity be under Government direction and 
inspection. They will be as completely 
under the law as any other schools so 
supported. Separate schools have been 
established in both Ontario and Quebec. 
But ttiose schools are very far indeed 
from being independent of Government. 
The Government's rules and regulations 
apply to them to exactly the same ex- 
tent as they do to other public schools. 

What the minority in Manitoba want 
is to be placed on the same footing us re- 
gards education as are the minorities of 
Ontario and Quebec. It is admitted 
now that they are protected by the Con- 
stitution of Manitoba as the Catholic 
minority in Ontario and the Protestant 
minority in Quebec are protected by 
the Constitution of the Dominion. 
Kverything that they have done so far 
to get what they want has been done 
strictly according to the Manitoba Act of 
1S70, " which was in truth," the Privy 
Council Judges say, " a parliamentary 
compact." 

A MANITOBAN'S TESTIMONY. 

In reply to the accusation that the 
Dominion Government were too abrupt 
and dictatorial in requesting the 
Government of Manitoba to redress the 
grievance of which the minority in the 
province complain, Mr. James Fisher, 
M.P.P., a Manitoba Liberal, who has 
written a series of able letters on the 
school question, says : 

In the first place it is an absolute his- 
torical fact that the Dominion Govern- 
ment did, long before the issue of the or- 
der, approach the Government of the 
province and its legislature with an ap- 
peal that tin- latter should settle the 
question. It is a fact also that the com- 
munication containing this appeal was 
couched in terms that were altogether 
unobjectionable, and quite conciliatory. 

pafesed at Ottawa on the 20th July, 1894, 
which recited the memorial sent to the 
Government of the Dominion on behalf 
of the Roman Catholic minority of Man- 
itoba complaining of the law of 1890 and 
praying for relief. 

From the concluding paragraph of that 
memorial Mr. Fisher makes the follow- 
ing extract: 

The statements contained in this mem- 
orial are matters of the deepest concern 
anil solicitude in the interests of the 
Dominion at large, and it is a matter of 
the utmost importance to tlui people of 
Canada that the laws that prevail in any 
portion of the Dominion should not be 
such as to occasion complaint of oppres- 
sion or injustice to any class or portion 
of the people, but should be re- 
cognized as establishing perfect free- 
dom and equality, especially in all 
matters relating to religion and to 
religious belief anil practice, and the 
committee, therefore, humbly advise 
that Your Excellency may join in ex- 
pressing the most earnest hope that the 
Legislature of Manitoba may take into 
consideration at the earliest possible 
moment the complaints which are set 
forth in this petition, and which are said 
to create dissatisfaction among the 
Roman Catholics, not only in Manitoba 
but likewise throughout Canada, and 
may take speedy measures to give re- 
dress in all the matters in relation to 
which any well-founded complaint or 
grievance be ascertained to exist. 

It js no wonder that Mr. Fisher asks, 
" Can the most supersensitive critic find 
fault with the language I have quoted?" 
In this appeal the Government of the 
Dominion were not hampered by legal 
forms or technicalities, and they conse- 
quently addressed the Government of 
Manitoba in the most persuasive its well 
as the must respectful way. If the 
"sunny ways of diplomacy " could he 
effective with the Manitoba Ministry, 
this friendly, conciliatory and reason- 
able appeal, if it did not produce the 
effect aimed at by its authors, would r*t 
least hav • elicited a kindly and 
courteous reply. But no such an- 
swer was forthcoming. The formal reply 
was, we are told : " That the executive 
of the province see no reason for recom- 
mending the legislature to alter the prin- 
ciple complained of." This was cer- 
tainly short and uncompromising and 
did not give the Government much 
encouragement to resort to the " sunny 
ways " again. The point, however, that 
Mr. Fisher wished to make, and -which 
hi did make, was that the Dominion 
Government in trying to prevail on the 
Manitoba executive to do something to- 
wards redressing the grievance of which 
tiie minority complained, approached 
them in the gentlest way and used 
language to which no one can take ex- 
ception let his opinions on the question 
at issue be what they may. 

THE EFFECTS OF FREE TRADE. 

Although the leading organ of the 
Liberal party has been compelled to de- 
clare that free-tnide-as-it-is-iu-England 
is for Canada " out of the question," it 
and the minor organs continue to re- 
commend free trade to the fanners of 
the Dominion as a policy peculiarly fav- 
orable to them. They affect to sympa- 
thise with the Canadian farmer and tell 
him that if the Dominion tariff were 
revised in the direction of free trade 
as it is in England— Mr. Laurier's ideal 
— they would he far better off than they 
ire now. Is this the truth? Free trade 
has been in operation in England now 
for nearly fifty years, and has it made 
the English farmers rich? Are they at 



this moment prosperous and are their 
prospects under free trade brilliant? 
We will lot them speak for themselves. 
A correspondent of the Mark Lane Ex- 
press, the leading agricultural paper of 
Great Britain, describing the condition 
of the county of Kent, which has been 
called the Garden of England, writes: 

Yet what are the facts staring one full 
in the face at the present moment? Let 
me enumerate some of them. In the 
first place, it is beyond all possible ques- 
tion that farmers are abandoning their 
occupations — not only an isolated case 
here and there, but in largo numbers 
and in all parts of the country. In your 
own columns you have recorded the fact 
that in the most favored part of the 
country one of tiie principal landowners 
has all hia farms upon bis hands — not 
becauso of any disagreement, or a want of 
a disposition to adjust the question of 
rent to suit the times, but (to quote tiie 
reason given by the tenants themselves) 
because it would be impossible to live 
upon the land it" they had it rent free. 
I have also read in your pages that an- 
other landowner has as many as four- 
teen farms without tenants. I myself 
could name three other landlords who 
each have from four to ten farms unoc- 
cupied; and if this bo the state of tilings 
within the range of one person's knowl- 
edge you may easily imagine what is 
going on throughout the country, and 
if there could be a doubt as to the real- 
ity of the disaster we have only to look I 
at the weekly list of bankrupts for con- 
clusive testimony. 

Another correspondent, writing from 
Bedfordshire, says: 

Agricultural prospects are not very 
cheering, [or if land is farmed well 50 
per cent, of the value of the produce 
must go for labor, w hile taxation and 
rates are grinding agriculture into noth- 
ingness. . . Farmers are in despair. 
Kent is out of the question, as even 
ordinary working expenses can never he 
found during the coming year. Much 
of the corn of the district will not pay 
for the ploughing, sowing and seeds; 
and there is a very small proportion of 
turnip land, most of it being strong wet 
clay. . . Farmers are at a loss to 
know what to grow. Beef is selling 
very badly ; at the price which stores 
command there is very little for the 
feeder. . Hay, straw, potatoes, pork, 
oats, dairy produce, and indeed almost 
everything that a farmer has to dispose 
of are cheap. 

All this under free trade as it is in 
England, and fifty years of it. Yet see- 
ing the miserable plight to which free 
trade as it is in England has brought 
the English farmer. Canadian Libera! 
politicians are doing what they can to 
persuade electors to put in power a 
party wdiose leading members declare 
that they will do all in their power to 
obtain for Canada free trade as it is in 
England.

Deceased took a 
prominent part in college athletic sports 
during the time he spent at the Univer- 
sity of California, and three years ago 
was a member of the University football 
team. For several years he also held 
the inter-collegiate championship for 
long distance running. A few years ago 
Dr. Powell visited Victoria and made 
many friends, who will be grieved to 
hear of his sudden death. 



JOINTLY CHARGED WITH MURDER 

Dr. Garrow unci Harry Creech Arraigned in 
the Police Court— A Continuation 
Until Monday. 

The police court investigation into the 
circumstances surrounding the tragic 
death of Mary Ellen Janes opened be- 
fore Magistrate Macrae yesterday, the 
entire day being occupied with the tak- 
ing of the medical evidence. Both Dr. 
Garrow and Harry Creech are now on 
the same footing, the information 
against the latter, who was originally 
barged as an accessory before the 
fact, having been amended, to 
comply with the form prescrib- 
ed by the criminal code, to 
wilful murder. To this arraignment 
both prisoners enter a plea of " not 
guilty." During the entire first day 
they kept the whole length of the dock 
between them, the doctor taking his 
place at the one end and Creech going to 
the other. Both appeared thoroughly 
alive to their position, though dispirited 
and very nervous. Before the esse 
opened Superintendent F. S. Hussey an- 
nounced that by direction of the Attor- 
ney-General he vould conduct the case 
for the Crown — and at once took charge. 
Mr. J. Stuart Yates appeared for Garrow 
and Mr. S. Perry Mills as Creech's re- 
presentative. 

The tenor of the evidence given by 
Drs. Frank Hall, John Lang and Ernest 
Hall was similar to that presented to 
the coroner's jury; it was more explicit 
and detailed, bowerer, the object appar- 
ently being to show that no care had 
been taken to protect the patient after 
her visit to the Doctor's office, while 
sho was in a most critical condition, 
and that Dr. Garrow neither called 
upon her nor sought to learn 
her condition during this time of great- 
est danger. The cross-examination was 
in the direction of .bearing out Dr. Gar- 
row's stand taken at the coroner's in- 
quest that the instrument had only been 
used in diagnosis. This, it is predicted, 
will be the plan of defence. 

Dr. Fraser will probably be the first 
witness called to the stand on the re- 
opening of the inquiry, Monday. Ho 
will be followed by the witnesses who 
have previously been examined by 
Coroner Crompton and by several new 
witnesses who are expected to furnish 
stronc confirmation of the material facts 
in the chain of evidence.

B. McMicking, T. M. Henderson, Alex- 
ander Wilson, Alexander Munro, Dr. 
Milne, and Robt. Randall. The floral 
offerings were very numerous and pretty.

ever, or for doing any matter or thing which in 
its operation would afl'ect the rights or property 
of other parties, or relate to any particular class 
ol the community, or for making any amend- 
ment of a like nature to any former Act,— shall 
require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify- 
ing th e nature and o bj ect of th e application 
arid, where the application refers to'aiiy~roT- 
posed work, indicating generally the location 
ol the work, and signe d by or on behalf of th e 
applicants, snch notice to be published us Inf- 
lows: 

In the British Columbia Gazette and In one 
newspaper published In the District alleeted, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, 
then In n newspaper In the next nearest District 
in w hich a newspaper is published. 

Such notice shall be continued in each co.se 
for a poriod of at least six weeks, during the in- 
terval of time between the close of the next pre- 
ceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition, and copies of such notice shall he sent 
by the parties inserting suoh notice to the 
Clerk of the House. 

Before any Petition, praying for leuve]'.to 
bring in a Private Hill for the erection of a Tol 1 
Bridge, is received by the House, the person or 
persons intending to petition for such Bill 
shall, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding rule, also at the same time In the 
same manner, give notice of the rales which 
they intend to ask, the extent of the privilege, 
the height of the arches, the interval between 
the abutments or piers for the passage of rafls 
and vessels, nnd mentioning also whether they 
intend to erect a draw-bridge or not, and the 
dimensions of the same.

Cleveland Says That Farther 'Action 
Is Necessary to Protect the 
Gold Reserve. 



Ho Asks Congress to Aid Him to Re 
Ileve the Dangers of the 
Emergency. 



Washington, Dee. JO.— The following 
is the text of a message from President 
Cleveland sent to congress at -1 :40 this 
afternoon and read in the senate: 

To the Congiess — In my last annual 
message the evils of our present finan- 
cial system were plainly pointed out and 
the causes and means of tbe depletion of 
government gold were explained. It 
was therein stated that, alter all the 
efforts that had been made by the 
executive branch of the government to 
protect our gold reserve by the issu- 
ance of bonds amounting to more 
than f 16l', 000, 000, such reserve 
then amounted to but little 
more than $79,000,000 ; that about $10,- 
000,000 has been withdrawn from such 
reserve during the month next previous 
to the date of that message, and that 
quite large withdrawls for shipment in 
the immediate future were predicted. 
The contingency then feared has reached 
us, and the withdrawals of gold since tbe 
communication referred to, and others 
that appear inevitable, threaten such a 
depletion in our governmentgold reserve 
as brings us face to face with tbe neces- 
sity of further action for its protection. 

This condition is intensified by the 
prevalence in certain quarters of sudden 
and unusual apprehension and timidity 
; n business circles. We are in the midst 
of another season of perplexity, caused 
by our dangerous and fatuous financial 
operations. These may be expected to 
occur with certainty as long as there is 
no amendment in our financial system 
In this particular instance, our predica- 
ment is all influenced by a recent 
insistance upon the position we 
should occupy in our relations to cer- 
tain questions, concerning our foreign 
policy. This furnishes a signal feu- an 
impressive warning that even the patri- 
otic sentiment of our people is nut an 
adequate substitute for a sound finan- 
cial policy. Of course there can be no 
doubt in any thoughtful mind as to the 
complete solvency of our nation, nor can 
there be any just apprehension that the 
American people will be satisfied with 
less than an honest payment of our 
public obligations in the recognized 
money of the world. 

We should not overlook the fact, how- 
ever, that aroused fear is unreasoning, 
and must be taken into account in all 
efforts to avert public loss and the sacri- 
fice of our people's interest. The real 
and sensible cure for our recurring 
troubles can only be effected by a com- 
plete change in our financial "scheme. 
Pending that, the executive branch of 
the government will not relax its efforts 
nor abandon its determination to use 
every means within its reach to maintain 
before the world American credit, 
nor will there be any hesitation in 
exhibiting its influence in the cause of 
our country and the constant patriotism 
of our people. In view, however, of the 
peculiar situation now confronting us, I 
have ventured herein to express the 
earnest hope that the congress, in default 
of the inauguration of a better system of 
finance, will not take a recess from its 
labors before it has by legisla- 
tive enactment or declaration done 
something not only to remind 
those apprehensive among our people 
that the resources of this government 
and a scrupulous regard for honest deal- 
ing afford a sure guarantee of unques- 
tioned safety and soundness but to reas- 
sure the world that, with these factors 
and the patriotism of our citizens, the 
ability and determination of our nation 
to meet in any circumstances every obli- 
gation it incurs do not admit of question. 

I ask at tbe bands of the congress such 
prompt aid as it alone has the power to 
give to prevent in a time of fear and ap- 
prehension any sacrifice of the people's 
interests and the public funds, or the 
impairment of our public credit, in an 
effort by executive action to relieve the 
dangers of the present emergency.

Further Authoritative Statement by 
Sir Mackenzie Buwell-A Cabinet 
Minister. 



Mr H. D. Helmcken, M P.P.. on the 
Conversation Had With Mr. 
William Teniplemau. 



Ottawa, Dec. 20— (Special)— The tel- 
egraphed comments of the British Col- 
umbia papers in reference to Col.Prior'B 
status in the government being shown 
to the Premier by the Colonist represen- 
tative, Sir Mackenzie Bowell said in an- 
swer to them: "lean put it shortly. 
Col. Prior is a member of the cabi- 
net with as much power and right to 
discuss public matters as I have, conse- 
quently his standing when he takes 
his seat, will be equal to that of any 
other minister. 

" Mr. Templeman did not think he 
was violating any confidence when he 
said he had been waited upon by two or 
three prominent Conservatives to-day 
and asked whether, if it could be clearly 
proved to him that Col. IVior had been 
bona fide given a seat in the cabinet it 
tvouldjmake any difference in the contest 
of tbe Liberals. Without a moment's 
hesitation, and without waiting to con- 
sult his friends, Mr. Templeman had 
replied that such proof would probably 
have a material influence on the situa- 
tion." 

The above is from the report of Mr 
Tern pieman 's address to the opposition 
meeting on Thursday evening, which he 
published yesterday in his newspaper 
the Times. The inference of his state- 
ment is directly contrary to the facts. 

Mr. H.Dallas Helmcken, Q.C., M.PP., 
who is the president of the Liberal Con 
servative Association, having been shown 
the report in the Times, said to a repre- 
sentative of the Colonist: 

"On Thursday morning, when I was 
passing by the court house, 1 met a 
prominent member of the Liberal Asso 
eiation, whose name, by his own request, 
1 withhold, and who said in effect that 
be would like me to call on Mr. Temple 
man — I inferred that it was at the re- 
quest of the candidate mentioned. 

" 1 know Mr. Templeman very well 
and after this request I had no 
hesitation in going to see him. When I 
had a little leisure I went up to the 
Times office, and meeting Mr. Temple 
man there I bid him ' Gooil morning 
and remarked, 'Well, old man, what is 
till this about.' I supposed he knew how 
it was that I had called. We discussed 
the situation in a friendly way, and Mr. 
Templeman said in effect that he 
had some hesitation in running 
against Col. Prior, and that if he could 
be convinced that Col. Prior was as inuch 
a cabinet minister as an} - other member 
of the government is, it would influence 
him is his decision. He knew that! un- 
hesitatingly accepted Sir Mackenzie 
Howell's telegraphed statement to mean 
as it said, that Col. Prior is as much i 
Cabinet Minister as tbe Premier him- 
self is." 

" Did you ask Mr. Templeman wl at 
influence such proof would have ujon 
him, or did he make tbe suggestion to 
you ?" queried the interviewer. 

" The idea was his, not mine," 
answered Mr. Helmcken. "In going to 
see him I had not the slightest inten 
tion of entering into any negotiations, 
and asked no question except with a 
view to find out what Mr. Templeman 
really wanted to know. Our talk was 
altogether informal, and so far as I was 
concerned was entirely unofficial, as one 
gentleman will speak with another witl 
whom he is well acquainted." 

"The statement is being circulated 
that you expressed the opinion that, as 
a matter of law, Col. Prior is not a cat 
inet minister, whatever the intentions 
of the government may be ?" 

" I have given no such interpretation 
of the law," was Mr. Helmcken's answer 
In fact I said to Mr. Templeman that 
Col. Prior stands in this position — that 
if he was in easy reach of Ottawa he 
could go to the Capital and be sworn in
